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Court’s private school aid ruling causes 


‘legal nightmare’ for Catholic Schools 


Schools’ Office may take legal action

SAN DIEGO — The diocesan Schools’ Office has 
warned the San Diego Unified School District (SDUSD) 
of possible legal action if Chapter 1 (formerly Title I) 
services to diocesan parochial students are not in place on 
the first day of school. 


“If Chapter 1 services’’ for our students, ‘‘which are 
truly equitable and comparable to the services received by 
students in the public schools of this district, are not 
entirely in place on the first day of the 1985-86 school 
year, we will on that day seek immediate legal sanctions to 
assure equitability,’’ Father Dennis Clark, diocesan 
superintendant of schools, wrote in an Aug. 19 letter to 
the San Diego Unified School District. 


DIOCESAN SCHOOL officials have been meeting 
and planning with their counterparts throughout the state 
and nation to achieve an understanding of the recent 


Administrators rush 
to overcome ruling

WASHINGTON (NC) — As school doors open this 


fall, many Catholic administrators are scurrying to 


overcome what one called the ‘‘administrative, logistical 
and legal nightmare’’ that resulted when the Supreme 
Court struck down two programs aiding private school 
children. 


Some diocesan and public school systems have asked 
the courts for a transition period to bring their programs 
in line with the court ruling. Florida Catholic schools were 
given a yearlong grace period Aug. 27 by the state 
commissioner of education. 


THE SUPREME Court ruled July 1 that a New York 
City program in which federal Chapter I (formerly Title 
I) funds were used to pay public school teachers to teach 
low-income students in private schools is 
unconstitutional. In a Grand Rapids, Mich., case the 
court struck down auxiliary services such as remedial 
math and reading, art, music and physical education 
programs which were provided by public school teachers 
in private schools.

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Supreme Court decision concerning Chapter I programs, 
as well as instructions from the Secretary of Education, 
William J. Bennett. Several meetings with diocesan 


principals have also taken place. 


On July 1, the Supreme Court ruled that a New York 
City Chapter 1 program was unconstitutional. In this 
case, public funds were used to pay public school teachers 
to instruct low-income private‘school students. The Court 
also ruled, in a case involving Grand Rapids, Mich., that 
it was unconstitutional for public schools to provide 
auxiliary state services in private schools. 


Education secretary Bennett reminded public school 
administrators in August that the Court had not ruled out 
the need for equitable services to all students in the 
United States. He also recommended that school districts 
seek ways to provide these services while avoiding the 
“excessive entanglement’’ with private schools which was 
condemned by the Court. 


FATHER CLARK said it was ‘‘lamentable’’ that 
opponents of private education in California “‘are 
attempting to use the Supreme Court decision to obscure 
the clear requirements of federal law,’’ adding that 
private school students should receive services equal to 


those received by public school students. -

Suit planned to implement ruling

WASHINGTON (NC) — Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State announced plans Aug. 29 
to sue U.S. Secretary of Education William J. Bennett for 
what its director called an attempt to block this year’s 
Supreme Court ruling restricting aid to non-public school 
students. 


At a Washington press conference Lee Boothby, 
general counsel for Americans United, said the suit would 
be filed in Missouri federal court, probably during the 
first week of September. Missouri was chosen for the 
lawsuit, he said, because Bennett is allegedly blocking

efforts by officials there to comply with the court decision. 


THE REV. Robert. Maddox, executive director of 
Americans United, which backs strict church-state 
separation, said the lawsuit would charge Bennett with 
‘willfully failing to implement the rulings of the Supreme 
Court; of encouraging state and local school boards to 
deliberately delay delivery of vital educational services; of 
advocatirig a gross mishandling of already scarce funds by 
skimming administrative costs off the top of allocations.” 


Maddox said Americans United would seek financial 
damages from Bennett as well as an injunction to pre- 
vent the Department of Education from deducting the 
administrative costs of implementing Chapter I off the top 
of local allocations. 


The Supreme Court ruled July 1 in Aguliar vs. Felton 
public school teachers providing services to 
disadvantaged students with federal Chapter I funds 
(originally Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Act of 
1965) may not do so on private school property. 


IT ALSO ruled that a Grand Rapids, Mich., program 
in which public school teachers provided auxiliary state 
services in private schools was unconstitutional. 


Public and parochial school officials have been looking 
at other ways to provide the services, such as busing 
private school students to public schools or renting neutral 
classroom sites. Boothby said he believes that paying for 
these additional costs out of the whole Chapter I 
allocations for public and non-public school students 
unfairly favors non-public school students. 


Bennett wrote to public school officials Aug. 15 saying 
that public school systems must offer programs to assist 
disadvantaged children in parochial schools. He said his 
department would continue to enforce the requirement — 
not negated by the court — that the remedial program be 
offered to public and parochial school students. 


EARLIER BENNETT said his department would 
work to ‘‘nullify’’ the court’s ruling. 

Charles J. O’Malley, Department of Education 
executive assistant for private education, said later that 
although Americans United may ‘“‘feel that the 
department is dragging its feet, believe me, we’re not.” 


At the press conference Boothby said he thinks Bennett 
is trying to ‘‘wreck’’ Chapter I.

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Clergy, religious and laity respond —&= 


to the needs of migrant workers

SAN DIEGO — How does the Church respond to the 
many problems of migrant workers in San Diego and 
Imperial Counties? Clergy, religious and laity throughout 
the diocese minister to them through agencies, parishes, 
communities and on an individual basis. 


Centro de Asuntos Migratorios (CAM), funded by 
Catholic Community Services, eight local Christian 
churches and private foundations, is an advocate for 
undocumented aliens. Marco Antonio Rodriquez, 
director of the National City agency, explained its 
threefold function: educating aliens about immigration 
law, assessing their eligibility for documents and 
representing them in court. ; 


CAM COUNSELORS interview clients, complete 
application forms for those qualifying for documents and 
submit them to the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, he said. . 


Father Roger Lechner, pastor of St. Stephen’s Church 
in Valley Center, defends migrant workers’ rights. 


About two years ago he learned 70 of his farm worker 
parishioners had not received their monthly minimum 
wage or were paid for only half the hours they worked. He 
confronted their employers who repeatedly denied the 
charges or made excuses for them. Father Lechner said he 
then filled out the required forms at the California 
Industrial Relations Department in San Diego. Most of 
the migrants won their hearings and received back pay. 


THE BILINGUAL priest talks with his parishioners 
who are growers about wages and working conditions for 
the migrants they hire. Many ‘‘work from sunrise to 
sunset,’’ he said. 


He works with other Valley Center churches to provide 
Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets for needy families, 
most of them migrants. Many buy clothing at St. 
Stephen’s thrift shop, Father Lechner said. 


The Prince of Peace Abbey in Oceanside draws 
migrants to its doors like a magnet. The 30-minute walk 
to and from the Abbey for their evening meal was a 


USD law professor 
will head court test — 


ALCALA PARK — San Diego Superior Court and 
federal court will begin a six-month ‘‘teleconferencing”’ 
experiment this fall conceived and conducted by Robert 
Simmons, a University of San Diego law professor. 


During the test, certain non-evidentiary hearings and 
conferences in both criminal and civil matters will be 
conducted over the telephone, eliminating the need for 
attorneys to make court appearances. 


THE SAVINGS to attorneys, clients and courts could 
run into hundreds of thousands of dollars, Simmons said. 


Under the program, attorneys will be given a 
prearranged time to call in for their teleconference. Four 
outside phone lines, to be installed in San Diego and Vista 
Superior Courts and the U.S. District Court downtown, 
will enable judges to conduct hearings with attorneys. 


The cost of renting and installing test equipment and 
monthly line charges will be borne by the San Diego Law 
Center, a joint project of USD Law School and the San 
Diego County Bar Association. Simmons has raised half 
of the $10,000 needed to fund the experiment.

hardship, Benedictine Brother Aelred Sedillo said. 


SO THIS summer Kathleen McCrill, an Oblate of St. 
Benedict at the Abbey, and Benedictine Father Charles 
Wright drove every evening for six weeks to a nearby 
ranch to serve about 100 field workers meals they 
prepared at the Abbey. 


The food passed through many hands before it reached 
the field. McCrill got it from the Ecumenical Food Bank 
in Oceanside where she and Brother James Storc 
supervise 25 volunteers. Grocery stores, meat packing 
plants, bakeries and growers donate supplies for the four- 
month-old facility, she said. 


Taking meals to the field was discontinued after most of 
the migrants being served returned to Mexico, Father 
Wright said. 


UNEMPLOYED MIGRANTS continue climbing the 
hill to the Abbey’s back door where Brother Aelred 
Sedillo feeds them twice a day. They live outdoors in the 
San Luis Rey River Valley, he said. All are 
undocumented; most have been deported several times. 


‘‘The liturgy...directs us to the poor,’’ he said on his 
way from the chapel to the kitchen to don his long, white 
apron. The Brothers had prepared turkey caserole, tossed 
salad, cottage cheese, jalapeno peppers, bread and milk 
for the monks, retreatants and migrants’ lunch. ‘‘This is a 
community project,’’ the guestmaster emphasized. 


Fifteen young Mexican males waited near picnic tables 
for their host to emerge from the kitchen with a cart of 
food. After praying for God’s ‘‘mercy on the poor...and 
lonely,’’ Brother Aelred asked one of the youths to serve 
his companions. 


THE BENEDICTINES also provide the migrants 
with clothing, blankets and personal supplies — many 
items donated by outside sources, the monk said. The 
visitors use the monastery’s outdoor shower and can have 
their correspondence addressed to the Abbey, Brother 
Aelred said. 


Some migrants eat dinner at Brother Benno’s Kitchen 
in northeast Oceanside, a facility named after the 75-year- 
old Benedictine who has spent the past third of his life 
feeding the hungry. 


This property was home to Deacon Harold Kutler and 
his wife, Kay, of St. Mary Star of the Sea parish, 
Oceanside. Now it is their apostolate. In 1983 they moved 
to another home and leased the real estate to the Brother 
Benno Foundation for $1%a year. 


BETWEEN 100 and 200 people line up in Kutler’s 
former back yard which is covered with a fiberglass ceiling 
and lined with rows of tables and chairs. Kay hugs each 
person in line and introduces newcomers who are 
applauded by the others. 


Volunteers from various North County churches and 
organizations serve a cafeteria-style meal — one evening 
it was venison-vegetable stew, bread, fresh strawberries, 
pumpkin pie and coffee. At the end of the meal a few 
guests entertained the others with musical numbers.

CATHOLICS IN Oceanside and other parts of 
Southern California donate 40 percent of the kitchen’s 
monthly expenses of $2,200, said Deacon Kutler who 
supervises its operation. The remainder is contributed by 
seven local Christian churches and by individuals. 


The kitchen is only one of Brother Benno’s projects. He 
bakes hundreds of loaves of bread each week at the Abbey 
which he delivers, along with other donated food, clothing 
and furniture, to several Oceanside locations. Needy 
residents, many of whom are migrants, listen for three 
honks from his 1969 Chevrolet pickup which announce 
his arrival. 


During one month over 50 migrants received emergen- 
cy assistance at the Ecumenical Service Center in Ocean- 
side, director Mary Lou Sauerborn said. 


THE AGENCY is sponsored by Catholic Community 
Services and four Protestant churches. Its food is donated 
by church and community groups and by individuals; 
some is obtained from government surplus. 


Sixty-five volunteers, 12 of whom interview clients, 
work at the three-year-old center, Sauerborn said. 


Food packages containing perishables are given to reci- 
pients who have a stove and a refrigerator. Clients 
without these facilities receive a second type of package 
containing food staples not requiring cooking or long 
preservation, she explained.

Converts more or less 


The Official Catholic Directory for 1985 states that there were 
91,750 American converts to the Catholic Church in the previous 
year. That is a decrease of 3,590 from the previous year. 
But here in the Diocese of San Diego, the number of converts 
increased in that same time from 645 to 754. Nationally, there was 
a percentage decrease of about four percent. In San Diego, there 
was an increase of about 16 percent. 


While we don’t want to be totally captivated by the numbers’ 
game, it is still tantalizing to speculate. Why were we different? 


In a thought-provoking article, Father Alvin Illig examined 
the national decline in converts. By looking carefully at some of 
the reasons he gives for the decrease, we might get a better 
picture of what we are doing right. Then, we can do it even 
better! 

Writing in the Evangelization and Initiation newsletter, Father 
Illig states that the biggest single detriment to bringing people to 
the Church is the declining number of clergy and religious. With 
all due respect, I would disagree. I also would say that the San 
Diego statistics back me up. The church here has not been so 
severely reduced in clergy as other places, but still the ratio of 
clergy to congregants has never been high. In my viewpoint, this 
has been more than compensated for by the involvement of the 
lay people in this diocese. Because we never had the luxury of an 
abundance of clergy, people here have been better empowered to 
take their rightful place in the Church. It has been essential for us 
to have an involved laity, just to stay afloat. Now it seems that 
what was once thought to be burden is a blessing. We in this 
Diocese knew it all along. 


Fewer priests and religious does not necessarily mean a 
downgrade in the vitality of the Church. It can also bring people 
to their senses. They suddenly realize that they are the Church, 
too. They sense a call to be active rather than passive Catholics. 
They live out the commitment of their baptism. They feel good 
about their church because they have a sense of ownership and a 
correct view of their own importance. People like this attract 
others. 


In a Gallup poll cited by Father Illig, the five strongest factors 
motivating people to join a church were: teachings, people, 
beliefs, programs and structures. While the teachings and beliefs 
of the Church are universal, the other three factors vary by 
locality. It seems that our diocese has people, programs and 
structures which are more attractive to prospective converts. We 
should gratefully acknowledge our strengths and make the most 
of them in the work of evangelization. 


Another reason for decline advanced by Father Illig is that 
there is too great a reliance on the RCIA as the way for adults to 
enter the Church. In most cases, the Rite for Christian Initiation 
of Adults is a program of at least a year’s length, involving the 
whole parish community. Father Illig thinks there should be 
more than just one way for adults to enter the Church. I could 
not agree more. 


While the RCIA is a program which I personally support and 
encourage, it also should be re examined. In some cases, so 
should the notion that RCIA is the only way. RCIA makes it 
more difficult to be a catechumen than it is to be a Catholic! 
Charity should be the guiding principle and in charity we should 
see that it is hardly correct to steer all people into one program. 
There should be a diversity of programs which would give the 
individual an option. We do this with marriage preparation and 
it works. Some parishes do this with prospective converts and 
that works, too. 


Once again, I think that the statistics support this opinion. 
Insofar as our diocese reports an increase in converts, it should 
be noticed that we have a variety of programs. We have RCIA in 
some parishes and information classes in others. We have 
individualized instruction as well as group processes. People join 
a church because it meets their felt needs. The initiation process 
should also meet those needs. 


Father Illig states that there are 90,000,000 unchurched 
Americans. Among them are 15,000,000 inactive Catholics. 
Clearly, we all need to reach out and share the Good News. 
Father Illig estimates that less than two percent of American 
Catholics have an evangelizing mentality. Maybe this column 
will reach some of the remaining 98 percent.

Marting Luther King, Jr. was a phony, they piously 
declared. 


So there stood Jerry Falwell a few nights ago, his preacher- 
voice all tuned and toned for the occasion, telling us that Bishop 
Tutu is a phony and that the black people of South Africa don’t 
want US corporations to disinvest or for the US Congress to 
impose economic sanctions on the country. He had spoken with 
both the “‘true leaders’’ and the grass roots, he told us, and 
discovered their real feelings on the matter. You can hear almost 
anything you want to, if you want to bad enough. 


I remember well the lady in Birmingham in 1963 who reported 
to me, with absolute sincerity, that the black people of that city 
were opposed to the campaign of civil disobedience being led by 
Dr. King that decisive summer. She knew because she had asked 
her maid, and Tillie had told her so. ‘‘Tillie has been with us for 
over thirty years, and is treated just like a member of the 
family,’’ she added. Case closed. 


Two mornings later she was watching the morning news on the 
Today Show. Then she saw Tillie. Right in the front row of the 
marchers. Being handcuffed and carried kicking to a paddy 
wagon by four of Bull Connor’s cops. 


In such a situation, as Southern women of that generation 
were wont to do, the matron took to her bed with a case of ‘‘the 
vapors.”’ 


Better keep the smelling salts close at hand, Rev. Falwell. You 
may be in for a big surprise.

Former marriages & Church reception 


Q. I have just enrolled in the Rite of Christian Initiatian 
for Adults (RCIA). I’ve been married twice before. My 
present husband has also been married at least once before. 
Are these marriages going to have any effect on my reception 
into the Catholic Church? (My husband is not joining.) 


A. Before you can be admitted into the Catholic Church, you 
have to be free to practice the faith. In your case, three factors are 
important. First, the issue of your first two marriages must be 
addressed. Usually, this can be done by investigating the 
possibility of ecclesiastical annulments. Secondly, your present 
husband’s previous marriage also must be resolved, again 
generally through the annulment procedure. Finally, there must 
be reasonable certainty that your present conjugal union will be 
permanent. This last issue is usually dealt with through 
professional counseling. 


If it turns out that you are free to marry in the Catholic 
Church, you can then officially enroll in the RCIA. If it turns out 
that your marital situation cannot be resolved, it will not be 
possible for you to enroll officially in the RCIA and eventually to 
accept full membership in the Catholic Church. 


The people responsible for helping you at this time are 
primarily your pastor and the director of the RCIA in your 
parish. They should carefully question all applicants for the 
RCIA, especially regarding marital histories. It is a tremendous 
misservice to accept a candidate formally into the RCIA and then 
to discover that he or she cannot fully enter the Church because 
of previous marriages (or a spouse’s previous marriage). Pastors 
and RCIA directors have been instructed to be particularly 
careful in this regard. 


I hope this answer does not seem too severe. There are two 
excellent reasons which prompt my reply. First of all, the RCIA 
is a process (not a program!) of conversion. It may very well be 
part of this graced moment in your life to remain for a longer 
period of time in the initial stage of inquiry, rather than to be 
admitted all at once. We can never dictate to the Lord how He 
should award His grace. Secondly, it is important to present to 
you the full teaching of the Church in its totality, here 
specifically, the teaching on marriage. To ignore your previous 
marriages would lead both to a dishonest teaching of the faith, as 
well as to an inauthentic practice of it.

You make me so angry | 


Every now and again one either witnesses or is 
subjected to some violent reaction by a person whose 
pride has been injured and who, in retaliation, resorts to 
personal and abusive assault on the one responsible. It is 
not pleasant and none of us is so completely confident of 
his or her value that we do not suffer at least some unease 
and drain of self-esteem. 


Most of the time it is only pride or ‘‘good name’’ that 
has been hurt, but that is a wound that goes very deep. To 
assuage our own pain we vent our feelings in dealing out 
pain to someone else. It is the kind of reaction that leads 
to almost all that is wrong with the world. We may feel 
that someone has damaged or threatened us — our 
reputation, our self-image, our property, our rights and 
any other ego-projection — and our fury can be very 
destructive. 


SOMEONE SAID that wars are always the result of 
injured human pride, rather than political or moral 
issues, and it is probably true. History is very 


illuminating on that point. It makes one shudder to think © 


how many lives have been destroyed, one way or another, 
as a result of human whim or urge for retribution. 


Of course, we do the same thing on a smaller scale in 
our own lives.

more often a symptom of ego-frustration than moral 
indignation, although we go to great lengths to disguise it 
as such. I suppose it is all part of the urge for self- 
preservation that keeps us alive and progressing in an 
environment that seems often hostile to our personal 
fulfillment, or at least, our personal gratification. 


Jesus might have been thinking of this kind of thing 
when He told the disciples that nothing that goes into a 
man from outside can make him unclean — only what 
comes from inside him. Jesus did not ignore the idea of 
the devil as the personification of all that is evil or unclean 
in people, but He placed the responsibility for it squarely 
on our shoulders, where it belongs. 


WE MaAry believe that anger is not evil and-so can be 
vented with impunity, but there are limits. We may 
express our indignation, and often need to, but only in 
such a way that it does not assault and injure other 
people. Otherwise we are merely perpetuating the evil 
that caused our anger in the first place. 


What we used to call ‘‘lack of charity’? or 
‘“uncharitableness’’ and which was a hardy perennial in 
all confessions (to judge by the way it appears on every 
guide to examination of conscience) is basically a kind of 
murder and a very nasty, destructive thing to do. That we 


all probably indulge in it from time to time does not make 
it less objectionable. 


IT IS PART of the ‘“‘uncleanness’’ that comes from 
within us and the fact that denigrating others may make _ 
us feel better about ourselves says something unpleasant 
about those selves. Jesus had some harsh things to say 
about us too, in this regard. 


“For it is from within, from men’s hearts that evil 
intentions emerge: fornication, theft, murder, adultery, 
avarice, malice, deceit, indecency, envy, slander, pride, 
folly. All these evil things come from within and make a 
man unclean.’’ (Mark 7:21-23) He does not give us the 
out of extenuating circumstances either. 


Nothing that anyone else may do to you, He seems to 
say, justifies your own descent into such evil things. And 
that leaves us out on a limb. If we may truly not blame 
anyone else for the way we act — not even old Beelzebub 
— then we have no alternative but to face the 
responsibility ourselves. And that we don’t like to do at 
all. 


WE ARE not to suppress or repress our anger, 
psychologists tell us, and anger is at the root of our 
negative reactions, but we need to recognize where it 
comes from and be honest about its cause.

The Sacred Liturgy

Liturgy is the life of the 


The liturgy is the life of the Church. It comprises the 
celebration of all seven sacraments, the praying of the 
Liturgy of the Hours (which we used to call the Breviary 
or the Divine Office), and the observance of the liturgical 
year. 


Devotions come and go with the needs of the times and 
the tastes of the people, but the liturgy endures. The 
Church without the liturgy would be like a doctor without 
his medicine, an artist without his brush, a conductor 
without his orchestra. 


SINCE VATICAN II when the word “‘liturgy’’ 
became a frequent part of our active vocabulary, some 
people had tended to limit its meaning to the celebration 
of the eucharist (‘‘What time is liturgy?’’ they would ask, 
meaning the Mass). Although the celebration of the 
Eucharist is the very heart of all liturgy, the other six 
sacraments are equally liturgical. They are Baptism and 
Confirmation which, together with first Eucharist, are the 
sacraments of Christian initiation. They can never be 
repeated because their effect is permanent, and the same 


how many spelling words I had to study when they 
complained about theirs and how I had to write term 
papers by hand as they cussed the typewriter.

is true of the sacrament of Holy Order. They fit together 
as a group because all three give an identity in the 
Church.

The Divine Office, now called the Liturgy of the Hours 
to emphasize that it sanctifies the hours of the day, is a 
prayer of praise and petition by which the Church fulfills 
the directive to pray always (I Thessalonians 5:17). It has 
been the daily prayer of the Church from the beginning in 
one form or another, and because it relies so heavily on 
the psalms for its content it also reaches back in time to 
the Old Testament era. Although the Liturgy of the 
Hours is sometimes thought of as the exclusive prayer of 
priests and religious, the Constitution on the Sacred 
Liturgy stresses the fact that ‘‘the laity are encouraged to 
pray the divine office, either with the priests, or among 
themselves, or even individually’’ (100). Gradually more 
and more lay people are making at least some of the 
Liturgy of the Hours part of their daily prayer.

Deterioration is cardinal’s own opinion

Pope John Paul II has said it is Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger’s ‘‘own opinion’? that the church has 
deteriorated since the Second Vatican Council. The pope 
added that the council was a positive influence. 


Cardinal Ratzinger, head of the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, said in a book titled Report on the 
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Faith that a ‘‘progressive process of decadence’’ had 
developed over the past 20 years ‘‘under the slogan of a 
so-called ‘spirit of the council.’ ’’ The book was 
published in Italy May 30. 


RESPONDING TO a National Catholic News Service 
question on the cardinal’s comment at the beginning of 
his Aug. 8-19 trip to Africa, the pope said that ‘‘what 
Cardinal Ratzinger said is his own opinion.”’ 

“‘He is free to express his opinion,”’ the pope said. 
“‘His opinion corresponds to many events, but it cannot 
be understood in this (meaning), that the council, Vatican 


II, was a negative influence, a negative meaning for the . 


church — no,.the contrary.”’ 


In his book, the cardinal said that his views were 
“completely personal’’ and ‘‘in no way implicate the 
institutions of the Holy See.”’ 


HE DEFINED the “‘spirit of the council’’ as the belief 
that “‘everything which is new will always, no matter 
what, be better than that which was or that which is.’’ 
This is a ‘‘pernicious anti-spirit’’ which discredits the 
council, the cardinal said. 


The pope in a May 18 address to the Belgium bishops 
spoke of ‘‘disarray and division’’ in the church in some 
cases caused by misinterpretation or misapplication of the 
council’s basic principles.

Services should be 
in refugees tongue

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The church should furnish 
refugees with services in their own language and culture, 
in order to ease their ‘‘drama of integration,’’ Pope John 
Paul II said in a message for World Migrants’ Day. 


The pope said the church’s duty to welcome refugees 
was made more pressing by the attitudes of host societies 
and societies that have, in some cases, forced them’ to 
relocate. 


“RECENTLY, IN fact, migration has frequently 
taken on the inhuman aspect of persecution, be it 
political, religious, ideological or ethnic,”’ the pope said. 
‘‘This impresses its stigma on the faces of the refugees, 
the deportees, the exiles: men and women, young and 
old, even children, often tragically deprived of their 
parents.”’ 


The message, dated July 16, was made public by the 
Vatican Aug. 29 in several languages. The date for the 
celebration of World Migrants’ Day is chosen by 
individual local churches. 


In the United States, the message will be included in 
materials distributed for National Migration Week, Jan. 
6-11. The annual observance is sponsored by the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on Migration and Tourism. 


INTEGRATION OF migrants in societies is often a 
‘‘traumatic experience’’ for them, the pope said in his 
message. Besides their own natural reserve and their 
failure to adapt, migrants often face societies that are 
“thostile, narrow-minded and intolerant toward anything 
considered to be different’’ or ‘‘likely to cause social or 
economic discomfort,’’ the pope said.

Michael said he is ‘‘certainly looking forward to working 
with the school community at University High.”’ 


When asked about his present assignment at Cretin 
High School in St. Paul, Brother said that ‘“Cretin High

Father Dennis Clark, diocesan Superintendant of 
Schools, explained that Brother Wallgren had been 
chosen by a search committee made up of priests, 
diocesan Board of Education members and University 
High School Board members. There had also been 
additional input from the faculty and the officers of the 
parents’ association. 


“‘We feel very fortunate that Brother Wallgren has 
chosen to come here,’’ Father Clark said. ‘“Because of 
present commitments at his present school, the board of 
trustees has requested Brother Michael to remain in St. 
Paul until the end of the first semester. Until that time, 
University High will be administered by its three vice- 
principals.’’

Some school districts in the diocese 
have summarily reassigned, without 
replacement, their Chapter 1 personnel 
who had worked in Catholic schools, 
Father Clark said. Some districts have 
also suspended at Catholic schools 
Chapter 2 programs which provide 
testing services and library resources to 
disadvantaged children, even though no 
court has ruled on these programs. 


Diocesan Catholic schools ‘‘feel 
obliged’’ to obey ‘‘both the decision of the 
Court and the original federal legislation 
requiring comparable services for private 
school children. We expect a comparable 
commitment to the whole law from our 
adversaries,’’ Father Clark emphasized. 


HOWEVER, SDUSD partially 
reinstated a program for neglected and 
abused children at Nazareth School. This 
program had been cancelled along with 
Chapter 1 programs.

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New teachers gather to 
hear shared expectations

ALCALA PARK — Over 100 teachers - 


who are staffing diocesan elementary 
schools for the first time this fall attended 
a half-day teachers meeting Aug. 22 
at the University of San Diego. The 


meeting’s theme was ‘‘Shared 
Expectations.’’ 
Father Dennis Clark, diocesan 


Superintendent of Schools, urged the 
instructors to have high expectations of 
themselves and their students. He 
stressed the importance of both the 
“manifest curriculum ’’ dealing with 
content areas and skill development and 
the ‘latent curriculum’’ concerned with 
pupils’ experiences in their learning 
environment. 


““YOU HAVE been 
ministry...as the hands, heart and feet of 
Jesus,’’ Curriculum Director Sister 
Gertrude Ann Sullivan, BVM, said. This 
ideal is achieved by ‘‘working together as 
a community.”’ 


Catholic schools exist to teach values in 
“religion, social studies and science,’’ she 
said, explaining that an ‘‘integrated 
curriculum’”’ can be organized around 
concepts about God, self, others and the 
environment. 


Calling the teachers ‘‘faith 
facilitators,’ the educator encouraged 
them to use the diocesan-developed 
curriculum which ‘‘defines the mission of 
the school’’ and ‘‘focuses on the needs of 
students’’ rather than on textbooks. 


taking ‘‘a much harder line than other 
states and is clearly going beyong the 
Supreme Court decision of Aguilar vs. 
Felton.”’ 


McElligot referred to a memorandum 
to public school administrators from 
James Smith, deputy superintendant at 
the state schools’ office in Sacramento. 
According to McElligot, the Aug. 28 
memo ‘‘provides for no delay or 
transition in implementing changes in 
Chapter 1 programs. This position is 
much more severe than the position of 
other states, such as Florida, which has 
allowed a delay for reasonable transition. 
Such a delay is extremely important for 
the children, so that their programs are 
not interrupted.’’ 


THE STATE of California also has 
rejected the idea of leasing space ‘at the 
parochial school site, so that Chapter 1 
programs might be offered in a van or 
mobile classroom. 


Instead, Smith’s memo identifies the 
public school building as the obvious 
alternative site for parochial school 
children to receive Chapter 1 help. This 
would require transportation for Catholic 
school children. 

Father Clark hopes Catholics © will 
“‘keep informed”’ regarding this issue and 
let their voices be heard. ‘‘We need all the 
friends and supporters we can get,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We regard it as a moral duty to 
defend the rights of these children with 
the full range of available legal 
sanctions.”’

‘year is unique, she said. ‘‘Therefore, 
your core curriculum must be unique. If 
you believe in justice’? and _ this 
uniqueness, ‘‘you cannot teach everyone 
the same material.”’ 


Sister Gertrude Ann stressed the 
importance of ‘“‘listing expectations’’ of 
pupils before evaluating their progress. 
“You should have a vision of your 
graduate as an adult Christian in the 21st 
century. Evaluation tells where you are in 
regard to these expectations,’’ she said. 


“‘We have high expectations of your 
potential for personal and _professinal 
growth,’’ Sister Rose Schmidt, SFCC, 
said. 


USING VISUALS in her 
presentation, she explained the goal of 
Catholic schools: ‘“To be sure there is a 
téacher in every classroom who cares that 
every student every day learns and grows 
and feels like a real human being. 


“The nobility of the task to which 
teachers are called demands that...in 
imitation of Christ...they reveal the 
Christian message by every gesture of 
their behavior,’’ she said, quoting from 
the Second Vatican Council’s document 
on the Catholic school. 


She explained their accountability in 
applying Christian teachings to the 
“‘practical demands of their profession’’ 
and their right to expect support and 
assistance from the school community 
and the diocese through programs such as 
personal and professional growth days.

Father Ben Marcantonio, newly 
appointed associate superintendent, said.

Sister Mary Ellen Kowalski, CSJ(c), 
and Sister Kathleen Corbett, CSJ(c), 
associate directors of the diocesan Mission 
Office, explained their services which 
enable students to help children in foreign 
missions. 


During a closing commissioning 
ceremony Father Marcantonio presented 
each participant with a prayer for teachers 
and a plan book.

Local universities don’t show 
national religion course trend 


By Joyce Carr 


SAN DIEGO — Enrollment trends in 
local universities’ optional religion 
courses do not reflect the findings of a 
recent study in New York which 
concluded that attendance in _ these 
subjects “‘is increasing at extraordinary 
rates all over the country.’’ (See Southern 
Cross Aug. 8.) 


The study was conducted by James’B. 
Wiggins, chairman of the religion 
department at Syracuse University, and 
James Carse, professor of religious 
studies at New York University. 


SOME SAN Diego universities show 
enrollments in optional religion courses 
holding steady; others indicate either 
fluctuating or declining attendance. 


About 60 students are currently 
earning a master’s degree in the 
University of San Diego’s graduate 
program in practical theology, said 
Father Ronald Pachence, director of the 
Institute for Christian Ministries. This 
number has changed little during the past 
three years, he added. 


Eight students were enrolled in USD’s 
graduate Religious Education program in 
1977 when it was inaugurated. 


“COURSES IN spirituality and 
ministry’’ are popular in the graduate 
theology program, Father Pachence said. 
Spirituality courses with their ‘‘focus on 
Scripture...get us back to our roots.’’ 


““The Practical Theology curriculum is 
like a seminary for lay people,’’ he said. 
Since the Second Vatican Council, the 
laity has recognized ‘‘we all have areas of 
expertise’? to use in ministries which 
build up the Body of Christ.’’ 


Michael Kamplain, youth minister at 
James parish, Solana Beach, will 


complete his studies in practical theology . 


at USD with a concentration in parish 
ministry. His courses have provided him 
with the tools to ‘“‘cover many bases in a 
given lesson’’...and to help his students 
“‘arrive at conclusions that validate their 


experiences.’ 


THE NUMBER of students declaring 
majors in USD’s undergraduate religious 
studies program has fluctuated during the 
past 10 years. According to Registrar 
Nicholas DeTuri, the lowest figure was in 
1974 with 14 majors and the highest 
number in 1978 with 32 declared majors. 
Data for the current semester are not 
available. 


Holly Field, who is completing her final 
semester in USD‘s undergraduate 
religious studies program, was motivated 
by a personal interest in the field, rather 
than by a professional goal. 


However, her religion courses have led 
her to become more involved in ministry 
at Ascension parish where she teaches 
CCD to upper grade students who have 
not received the sacraments of 
Reconciliation and the Eucharist. Before 
beginning her studies, she did not ‘‘feel 
qualified”’ for this ministry. 


FOR THE past few years, Point Loma 
Nazarene College has enrolled about 12 
graduate majors and about 115 
undergraduate majors in religion, Val 
Christensen, associate dean for academic 
affairs, said. 


The course, ‘‘Great Movements,’ 
which ‘‘traces the history of Christian 
thought from the early Church to the 
present,’’ heads the list of religion courses 
in demand, he said. ‘‘Pauline Epistles’’ 
and ‘‘John and His Writing’”’ are also 
popular among the students. 


Most graduates from the Nazarene 
college enter seminaries of various 
denominations, Christensen said. 


THE LAST two years have seen a 
decline in undergraduate religious studies 
majors at San Diego State University, 
Elaine Estwick, department secretary, 
said. August figares show 17 enrolled for 
this fall’s semester, compared to 22 a year 
ago. From 1977 to 1983 the number 
varied between 35 and 38, she said.

Although the ruling immediately 
affected only the New York and Grand 
Rapids programs, it has caused public 
and private school systems to seek new 
ways to comply with federal Chapter I 
requirements in order to avoid similar 
court challenges. 

U.S. Secretary of Education William 
Bennett, in an Aug. 15 letter to public 
school officials, said the public school 
systems must continue to offer programs 


to assist disadvantaged children in 
parochial schools. 
WITH PUBLIC school teachers 


prohibited from going to the private 
schools, the school districts may bus 
private school students to public 
classrooms, hold classes at neutral sites 
such as public libraries, or set up mobile 
classrooms in trailers. Electronically 
transmitted instruction also was being 
considered. 


Ralph D. Turlington, Florida 
commissioner of education, announced 
Aug. 27 in Tallahassee that Catholic 
schools involved in the transfer of 
remedial education programs to neutral 
sites would be given a year to make the 
transition. 


Applications -for federally funded 
remedial math and English programs had 
already been approved when the U.S. 
Supreme Court made its ruling, said 
Cecil Carlton, chief of the state’s Bureau 
of Compensatory Education, so 
Turlington’s decision offers some relief.

school classrooms may be the only 
workable interim solution, he said. 


IN THE Chicago Archdiocese, which 
has the largest U.S. parochial school 
system, parochial school students usually 
take part in auxiliary programs when the 
public schools open, which is Sept. 3 this 
year. But Mercy Sister Mary Brian 
Costello, superintendent of schools, said 
that as a result of the court ruling, the 
parochial students ‘‘will not have the 
services that is theirs by law.”’ 


She said she was hoping for a ‘‘five- or 
six-month’’ delay to find the necessary 
sites. Without~the delay, students will 
simply not receive the services until later 
in the school year. 


Before the court ruling, New Jersey 
Catholic students received auxiliary state 
services in trailers on parochial school 
property. Now, according to William F. 
Bolan Jr., New Jersey Catholic 
Conference executive director, those 
trailers may have to be moved if the court 
decision is interpreted to prohibit 
teaching on church-owned grounds, not 
just in school buildings.

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Generally, the Church will not consider 
anyone for sainthood unless it can be 
proved that during his or her lifetime and 
ever since death the candidate enjoyed a 
reputation for holiness. 


The tradition of sanctity about Fray 
Junfpero Serra can be traced back to his 
life-long companion and biographer, Fray 
Francisco Palou. On the frontispiece of 
his Vida is the inscription, ‘‘he died with 
a great reputation for holiness.”’ 


ANTONIO FURIO’S The 
Martyrology for the Baleric Isles, printed 
at Palma de Mallorca in 1830, in treating 
of Serra, speaks of ‘‘the variety of virtues 
which adorned his soul in so eminent a 
degree, that both during his life and after 
his death, he was venerated as a saint.’”’ 


During 1856, J.M. Rea Barcona wrote 
six articles about Serra, saying that the 
friar ‘‘died in the odor of sanctity for all 
who knew him and had associated with 
him.’’ The San Franciscio Call, April 15, 
1905, published an article about Serra 
which said that ‘‘some day doubtless 
Rome will see to it that the faithful 
missionary will be duly canonized.”’ 


Antonio Furio published his Notes for

the Church History of Mallorca in 1820. 
He notes of Father Serra that ‘‘he was 
zealous, chaste, humble, poor and 
obedient, having all these virtues equally 
in the highest degree....At his death no 
words could express the grief of the 
Indians of that mission who called our 


venerable Padre a holy man, an angel sent 
by God for their relief.”’ 


IN HIS History of the Catholic Church 
in California (1871), Father William 
Gleeson wrote: ‘‘The very rare and 
extraordinary virtues practised by this 
remarkable man during the greater part 
of his life, made him be regarded by all as 
a person of the most eminent sanctity.”’ 


The Vicar General for the Diocese of 
Monterey-Los Angeles, Father Joachim 
Adam, preached at Carmel Mission Aug. 
28, 1884. He concluded his sermon by 
expressing the hope that Fray Junipero 
Serra would one day be canonized. 


In the October 1884 issue of The 
Pilgrim of Palestine, the Reverend 
Charles Vissani said ‘‘around the 
restored altar of San Carlos...men of 
Spanish race and Indian, of Celtic and 
Saxon lineage, Italians, French and 
German, knelt offering the holy sacrifice 
as a propitiatory oblation in his behalf, 
while inwardly revering him and invoking 
his intercession.”’

South Africa as ‘‘a country that is making 
progress, that is a friend of the West.’’ 


Falwell also quoted Botha as saying 
that ‘‘apartheid is no longer the policy of 
this government; reform is our policy.”’ 


Apartheid is the South African practice 
of strict separation of the races and denial 
of basic national rights to blacks. 


“I DON’T believe any Christian could 
support segregation, apartheid,’’ Falwell 
said on his return to the United States. 
‘““However, I believe we can cut out the 
cancer without killing the patient and 
handing over to the Soviet Union one 
more nation.”’ 


““The Rev. Falwell’s visit ended on a 
note of praise for Botha’s policy of 
gradual reform,’’ Archbishop Hurley 
said. 


He said Falwell had expressed hopes 
that in three to five years members of all 
races in South Africa will be totally 
represented in the government.

The Catholic bishops of 
South Africa as far back as 1957 labeled 
apartheid as ‘something intrinsically 
evil,’ that is, a cancer,’’ he said. 


‘‘Apartheid is a cancer. It and its 
institutions must be dismantled, 
otherwise there will be no patient to 
save,’’ he added. 


Under apartheid, he said, ‘‘blacks 
occupy only 13 percent of the land,”’’ 
although they are 73 percent of the 
population.

16 must carry a passbook giving 
authorization to be in a white area or even 
in a black township.

Parish school to aid ‘latch key’ children

PEORIA, Ill. (NC) — Students at St. 
Thomas Parish School who are ‘‘latch- 
key’’ children — who daily go home after 
school to an empty house or a babysitter 
because both parents work — now have a 
place to go. They can stay right at school. 


Principal Grace Kelly developed the 
after-school program as a way to help 
working parents solve the problem of day 
care for their children. Kelly came up 
with the idea after reading a section of the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral on economics that 
deals with day care. 


KELLY SAID that the section stating 
that good day care is a necessity “‘really 
hit me because of what I had heard as a 
principal.”’ 

She said one family told her they had to 
withdraw their two children from St. 
Thomas School because babysitters cost 
$60 a week. Another father whose wife 
was ill had to remove his children because 
he had no one to care for them after 
school. 


The cost of the program at St. Thomas 
is $20 a week for one child, $25 for two. If 
parents can’t pay, the school takes care of 
it. 

“IVE HEARD terrible tales of 
parents trying to find sitters,’’ Kelly said. 
“This is a way to solve some of those 
problems.”’ 


The program at St. Thomas will not be 
a continuation of the school day, although 
students who need extra help in their 
studies will be able to receive it. Time will 
be allotted for snacks, stories, games, 
quiet time and for watching videotapes. 
Computers will be available for use by the 
older students. 


The new program will also give those 
teachers who stay after the regular school 
day a way to supplement their income, 
Mrs. Kelly added. 


KELLY SAID she feels the idea for 
after-school care will catch on. 


‘‘The way the economic situation is, 
child care is a vital necessity. After-school 
care is a sign of the times.”’ 


Student exchange could assure peace

A massive exchange of U.S. and Soviet 
college students each year could end the 
threat of nuclear war between the two 
countries, says a Paulist priest in 
Baltimore. 


Paulist Father John Donahue, a 
campus minister at Johns Hopkins 
University, has been seeking support for 
his idea in both -countries for several 
years. Neither country would bomb a 
large number of its own young people in 
the other country, he argues. 


FATHER DONAHUE noted that

under the age of 21 would only be the size 
of one big university.’’ 


Under his plan, American universities 
would set up something like five 
campuses in the Soviet Union, and Soviet 
universities would establish similar units 
in the United States, with an emphasis on 
placing them in cities considered prime 
nuclear targets. 


The students would study in the other 
country for one year, as they do in the 
“junior year abroad’’ programs currently 
offered by a number of U.S. universities, 
he said. 


THE PRIEST said he has traveled to 
the Soviet Union twice. In discussing the 
idea there with young people, he said, he 
found them very receptive. He also spoke 
with a high official in the Ministry of 
Culture. ‘‘She saw the logic of it all, and I 
think she would have let her young 
daughter (come) over here,”’ he said.

PBS program to look at both sides 
of controversial abortion issue

NEW YORK (NC) — The Supreme Court’s 1973 
decision making abortion a legal option for women is at 
the center of a national controversy that has grown in 
intensity, rather than lessened, over the past 12 years. 


Presenting a look at both sides of this controversial 
issue is The Abortion Battle, airing Wednesday, Sept. 18, 
8-11 p.m. on PBS. 


THE FIRST two hours of the program are given over 
to advocacy films made by pro-life and pro-choice 
organizations. Reporter Steve Talbot tries to place these 
diametrically opposed segments into a balanced context. 


During the final hour, Abortion Clinic, a documentary 
that first aired on the PBS Frontline series several years 
ago, is rebroadcast. 


The pro-life position is first presented by Conceived in 
Liberty, a documentary that opens with the grisly 
discovery in Los Angeles of nearly 17,000 aborted fetuses 
in an abandoned storage container. Narrated by Jane 
Chastain, the film consists largely of interviews with 
political representatives, medical specialists and 
individuals committed to the cause.

Little heard on plan to boycott advertisers

A statement signed by nearly 1,000 U.S. religious 

leaders, including some 60 Catholic bishops, pledging to 
promote a boycott of advertisers who support offensive 
television programs has provoked little response from the 
networks, writers and advertisers, said the Rev. Donald 
E. Wildmon, the statement’s organizer. 


Released in June with 600 signatures, the statement 
urged the networks: to end ‘‘anti-Christian bias’’ in 
television programs and calls for more programs that 
accurately portray Judeo-Christian moral values. 


IF THEIR request is ignored, the religious leaders said 
they were prepared to use their ‘‘collective and individual 
influence’’ to promote a boycott of advertisers’ products 
which support the offending programs. 


During the past few years, the commercial networks 
have begun to air ‘‘an unacceptable amount of immoral 
sex, gratuitous violence and profanity which downgrades 
the dignity of human sexuality and disrupts peaceful 


social human relationships,’’ the statement said. 


Television programs rarely portray Christians in a 
positive light, but rather portray them as immoral or as 
““bungling, incompetent and ill-informed individuals,’ it 
said. 


THE. SIGNERS called for a change in the moral 
content of programs beginning this fall. 


By the last week in August, said Wildmon, a United 
Methodist minister and head of the Mississippi-based 
National Federation for Decency, NBC was the only 
network to have replied. ‘‘Basically NBC said, ‘We’re 
good guys. We don’t do stuff like that. We air only good, 
decent programs.’ ”’ 


While the statement said a formal decision about the 
boycott would be made at the beginning of 1986, 
Wildmon indicated he is already ‘“‘working on the nuts 
and bolts of organizing’’ it under the assumption that 
‘nothing is going to change’’ with the new television 


season.

carrying deformed or diseased fetuses have need of safe, 
legal abortions instead of having to resort to the risky 
illegal abortions of the past. 


Both films are aimed at viewers who have not resolved 
the issue in their own minds. Both give the appearance of 
being reasonable and fair by using bits of footage 
presenting the other side’s position, only to knock it 
down. There is no mistaking the point of view being 
advocated by either film. 


Much more direct and effective, however, is the next 
film, The Silent Scream, which shows an abortion through 
the use of ultrasound images. Speaking from his personal 
experience as a former abortionist who is now a pro-life 
advocate, Dr. Bernard Nathanson quietly explains why 
he considers abortion to be a crime against humanity and 
makes an eloquent plea to ‘‘stop the killing.”’ 


THE MOST significant — and controversial — part of 
the film is the view of a 12-week-old fetus being pulled 
apart by a suction device and, according to Nathanson, 
reacting in pain. Although these pulsating sound images 
are of low quality resolution, they are clear enough to 
disturb profoundly the conscience of any open-minded 
viewer. 


Immediately following The Silent Scream is the 
Planned Parenthood Response. A battery of medical 
specialists attack Nathanson’s presentation for its 
“inaccuracies and half-truths,’’ citing five instances in 
particular. 


Four appear to be of a technical nature involving the 
manner of presentation. The fifth raises a substantive 
question — the cognitive and sensory development of the 
fetus — a matter for medical specialists, not home 
viewers, to decide. 


THE PROGRAM has set up a situation of charge and 
counter charge without Nathanson -being given the 
opportunity to respond, especially to that substantive 
question of fetal development. This is unfortunate but, 
because of the format, it is not unfair. 


The second hour ends with Speakout — Silent No 
More, an 11-minute film in which a woman talks about 
having an illegal-abortion after she was raped. One can 
share her quiet rage at the abortionist, who almost killed 
her, without agreeing with her view that legal abortions 
are the solution. 


The evening ends with Abortion Clinic. Unlike the 
films which have preceded it, this program does not 
advocate any position. Instead, it takes a compassionate 
look at four young women, two of whom choose to have 
an abortion and the other two who have their babies. 


MOST MEMORABLE is the pro-life doctor outside 
the clinic who tries to counsel these women and who opens 
his home to those who need help. This is the quiet, 
eloquent testimony of a faith which is positive rather than 
destructive. 


It is unlikely that those who are already committed to 
pro-life or pro-choice positions will have their views 
changed during the course of the evening. For those who 
are uncertain about the issue, however, the evening’s 
dual focus on abortion insists on the urgency of deciding 
one way or the other. 


Legalized abortion has plunged this country into a , 


great national debate, similar to others that once divided 
the nation over slavery and civil rights. Neither side 
“‘wins’’ in such a television debate. The public gains, 
however, in terms of raising consciousness and focusing 
attention. 


COMMERCIAL TELEVISION has rarely set aside 
an entire evening of prime-time programming to explore 
a single issue. It is to the credit of PBS to have done so. 
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
